Thursday, May 14, saw the dedication of a 
new addition to the Allendale School. The 
Boys' Shelter Club of Illinois, a long standing 
auxiliary of the Allendale School, dedicated, 
in memory.of Mrs. Gerry Shearer Welles, an 
outdoor pavilion. - . 

The Welles Pavilion is located on the east 
edge of the Allendale property, overlooking 
beautiful Cedar Lake; I = 

Allendale is a residential, the'raputic, 
educational treatment center, which has 
provided a school-home type, learning en- 
vironment for troubled youth since 1897. 
i It has proudly served over 4,000 boys since 
its founding by Cap Bradley, a young Prin- 
ceton graduate interested in the plight of ur- 
ban youth, and the poor conditions under 
which they lived. 

Between the years of 1897 and 1915, the 
main campus was constructed, consisting of 
a gymnasium, chapel, library, learning cen- 
ter, main office, and six large residential 
homes. 
Most of these fine buildings exist today. 
In 1969 and 1972, three residential homes 
were built, and in 1978, a modern food service 
center was constructed. . 
. The School is unique in that it is an Illinois 
State Board of Education approved, private 
. education program, and is also an Illinois 
licensed child welfare agency. 

Allendale serves a population of youth who

The idea of turning the original Antioch 
School building at Main and Depot Sis. into a 
community historical museum has been an. 

. on and off topic for three years or more. The 
proposal generally has been well received. It 
is high time that community leaders marshal 
meu* mteresfaind-resourcesrand-bring-the— 
plan to fruition. , i 

Officials of Antioch Grade School went so 

_far a s to meet with village board members'' 
last December for a formal discussion on < 

_how_the_ landmark school building could 
legally be transferred tb 7 the village w s hieh 
would become the legal entity charged with 
the responsibility of operation and main- 
tenance. A lease arrangement at a cost of $1 
per year to the village was proposed as' the 
means of transfer. Again, there was general 
agreement that the venerable structure 
could be preserved and utilized in that man- 
ner., 

A strenuous election intervened, however, 
so the transfer never was consumated. Now 
Supt. Donald Skidmore has sent a letter to 
Mayor Ray Toft seeking an official ex- 
pression of , the newly constituted village 
cbuncil about accepting responsibility to 
take over the building which in its early days 
-also housed Antioch's first high school. 

Dr: Skidmore expressed the personal 
desire that a three-way meeting take place in 
the near future, bringing together represen- 
tatives of the school district, village board 

^ and Antioch Historical Society. We sincerely 
hope such a meeting takes place and we urge 

-the proper representatives to get together as 

| soon as possible. |. i 



. There is no doubt that the historical society 
could develop a museum that would become 
a local resource, a center of significant, 
historical interest and an object of com- 
munity pride. Another suggestion that has 
come to our ears in recent days is that space 
could be rente d to the Antioch Chamber of 
commerce and~Industry-for-its-officeJ!his_ 
sounds like an idea worth exploring and is an 
example of how the old, but still, sturdy 
-building could continue to serve - the corn^ 
munity in a variety of ways. 

"Antioch time and again has demonstrated 
its intense community pride. Antioch also 
cares about its heritage. Pride and heritage 
could be focalized at the museum. In an era 
when grants arddrying up and the dole is on 
the wane, it looks like the museum project, if 
it is. to be undertaken, will have to be ac- 
complished with funds generated within the 
community. We think tjjat can be done and 
The Antioch News pledges to help the 
museum cause in any way possible; 

A number of years have passed since the 
old school was used for classroom purposes. 
Until the museum idea was advanced, the 
building was used for storing school 
materials. Now the school materials have 
been transferred and the building stands em- 
pty, ready for a new career. As Dr. Skidmore 
observed, it would be a shame to have to tear 
down the old school, still structurally sound, 
and useful, tif no one wanted it. Let's get 
together arid 'show that our grand old school 
edifice still it wanted! Get the museum plan 
going again.

Sexual harassment has 
been a common problem of 
.working women for decades. 
Surveys have shown that 7i}- 
75 percent of working women 
have been victims of sexual 
harassment sometime 
during their careers. 

This issue has only recen- 
tly surfaced in public debate, 
and many misconceptions 
still exist. 

The following definition of 
sexual harassment was 
developed by the National 
Organization for Women and 
the Working Women's ^In- 
stitute. '= 



"Sexual harassment is any 
repeated or unwarrented 
verbal or physical sexual ad- 
vances, sexually derogatory 
statements, or sexually 
discriminatory: remarks 
made by someone in the 
work place which is of- 
fensive, or objectionable to 
the recipient or which causes 
the recipient discomfort- or 
humiliation or which in- 
terferes with the recipient's 
job performance. 

Sexual harassment in- 
cludes a wide range of un- 
wanted , and unwarrented, 
sexually' directed behavior 
including rape; other 
•physical or verbal abuse. 

Ollentimcs =H^ is =ac- 
Tconipanied by threats of ad- 
verse job actions or 
promises of ? raises^ or 
promotions. 

Women are the victims, 



not the guilly parly ot sexual 
harass mem. Although it 
has taken decades, people 
now realize that women are 
not raped because they were 
"asking lor it" or because 
they were wearing seductive 
clothing. . . This same myth 
must now be destroyed when 
dealing with sexual 
harassment. 

When exploring the 
problem of sexual 
harassment, it is important 
to distinguish -between com- 
pliments on someones ap- 
pearance ^and sexual 
remarks. There is a dif- 
ference between your boss 
saying that you look nice in 
your new dress/suit and him 
saying that you should take 
your new dress/suit off. 

There is a difference* bet-> 
ween acting in a professional 
manner and acting like an 



uncom I'oiia t)k' animal. 

Unfortunately, a negative 
altitude towards harassment 
does not quarantee that this 
type of* unprofessional 
behavior will stop. 

Sexual harassment is a 
serious problem for women 
who work outside the home. 
It is important to educate 
women on how to deal with 
harassment and to educate 
employers on how to develop 
policies .to deal with this 
problem. -. 

'■ It is equally important, 
however, to educate those 
who can put an end to this 
problem, men who harass, 
and let "them know that their 
behavior is inappropriate 
and wrong. -~~~- y : 

Lets place the blame on 
the creators; not the victims 
of sexual harassment.
